The question whether John’s baptism wes CKristian baptism, or whether the Lor@'s sup- 
per was instituted before christiin beptism, does not effect, in any degree, the truth of our 
« Proposition. . Assuming that John’s baptismand that of Christ are identical; and believing 
that a more hopeless. effort was never made by sensible men than to exhibit them as two 
distinct ordinances; still, we do not deem. it becessary to a fair and satisfactory issue, to 
form an argument upon mere priority of institution. We base our view upon the law of 

Christ, and the interpretation of that law in the practice of the apostolic churches. ° 
Whether the original communicants werd baptized or hot; whether the laws which 
Jesus Christ gave for the constitution and government of churches were beforg or after 
the origin of the Lord's supper, may do very well fora subject of discussion but ban never 
set aside the will of Christ, as contained in the tommission. and illustrated in vale 


of the apostles. . The proof is uverwhelming that in primitive times, baptism was @ pre-. 


requisite to church membership, and church privileges,

the laws of Christ, or beliewed to be. subversive of “his laws. Ris one thing to tolerate 
an error, that may be tolerated oonsistently with divine injunct™p; and another thing to 
tolerate that which is_a direct violation of diyine injunction The one is innocent; the 
other involves guilt. Baptisth is easeniial to church membership, @pd to church privileges. 
Toadmit an usnart:zep person to the privileges of the church wotld involve guilt upon 
the part of those WHO BELIEVE HIM To BE UNBAPTISED. “Trwayld be the toleration of an 
error, which is believed to be a Dimect VIOLATION of Divine IN JUNE TION. 

Huw far God, in his mercy, may furgive errors in judgment, and receive his imperfect 
servants to ultimate glory, itis sot for us to determine. All we know is, that he forgives 
iniquity, transgression, and sin; and that the blood wf Jesus Christ, bis son, cleansea from 
all sin, But his mercy in the forgivoness of sins is not our rile. He has given us laws. 
and has required implicit obedience. Wedare not therefore tellowship any error believing 
it to be subversive of. divine authority. If the error of @ brother may be tolerated in éon- 
farmity to the divine wil}, then sich toleration is hot anly innocent but praisewotthy. For 
an illustration, we refer you ta the divetsity of views which. existed among Jewish and 
Gentile converts in some of the churches planted by the apostles. To the church atRome, 
the apostle Pau! givei this advice, “Him that’ is weak in the faith receive ye, bat not to 
doubtful dieputations. For oue beliveth that he may eat all things; and another, who is 
wenk,eateth herbs. Let noe him that euteth, despise him that eateth not: and Jet ot him 
which eateth not, judge him that eateth: for God hath received him.”—(Rom. 14: 1-4 ) 
Mardal toleration in this case was right,.because it accorded with the divine will. 

This passage establishes the principle, that we shuuld, in al} cases, yield to those errors 
sincerely entertained as'truth, which do not subvert clearly revealed truth and law. But 
if we extend the principle, go as to tolerate error which violates divine injunction, we incur 
guilt. And it must be further evident, thatevery one must bear the Yesponsibility of his 
ows actio., in any given case, according to his deliberate judgment.. He cannot transfer 
his persunal responsibility tu the judgment of another. If he irmly believes that a brother 
is guilty of error which subverts a law of Jesus Christ, he cangot tolerate it without ineur- 
ring guilt. To adopt the language of a celebrated author, “However important the pre- 
servation of harmony and peace, the interests of truth and holiness re still more ‘so; nor 
mast we-forget the orderin which the graces of. the Spirit*are arrunged. The wisdom 
which ie from above is first pure, then peaceable. Peace should be anxionsly sosght, but 
always in subordination to pucty, and therefore every attempt to recuncile the diffefences 
emong Christians, which involves thy sacgifice of truth, or THE LEAST DELIBERATE. DEVIA- 
TION FROM THE REVEALED WICC og Cunist, is Spurious in its origin, and dangerous in its 
tendeneye”—( Robert Hall, ) . 

The principles whicn we have laid down fully justify us, ada denomination, in the prae- 
tice of strict, or close communion. It is a conscientious observance of the law of Christ, 
which ob'iges us to decline participation at the Lord's table, with unbaptized persons. 
With us the argument assumes this shape. } , 

No person is entitled, aceurding the order prescribed by Christ, to partake of the Lord's 
suppec, who is not a baptized persou; and no person is baptized unless he is immersed. + 
Tierelere 80 person, unless he is immersed, is entitled, according to the order prescribed 

arist, t© partake of the Lord's supper. — . 
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« If the premises are admitted, the conclusion is inevitable. We do conscientiously be- 
‘lieve that nothing but tmMERston is baptism; and that ‘all who are sprinkled, or, have 
water poured upon them are unbaptized. When we thus express our firm conviction, we 
meng no offence to our brethren of other denominations. T may say that the mode of 
baptism ts in dispute, and we will grant it, without the Jeast effort to setile the question, 
but what difference does that make to the result of our argument? They believe that they 
have been baptized, and they do right te act'upon their own belief, and to unite with others 
of a similar faith. Theirdotyis plain, )But they must grant us the same privilege. W& 
are as much bound to-act upon our belief, as they.dte upon THxirs. So far os our action 
commends itself to God, there is no differénce whether it be founded upon our BELIEF of 

| what is true, or upon that which is feally true; for no man een act against bis petizy of - 
divine requirement without guilt. : : 

Pedobaptists do not, if they carry out their own principles, communé with persons ‘re- 
garded by them as unnartisep. When they ere willing to commune with us, they ‘are 

| cOnsIsTEN'T, because they believe we are baptized; but, for the very same reason, we 
should act INCONSISTENTLY to commune with thety, for we believe that they are unbapti- 
zed.

| But it may be well to review some of the reasons which have been alleged for a con- 
trary practice.

| 1. It is suid that-pious Pedobaptists aré.« part of the true spiritual church; that God 
has received them; and that therefore we durht to receive them at the Lord’s table. 

If this is intended for an argument, it is seficient; because the terma‘of the conclusion , 
are not found in the premises. So much of logic a child may comprehend. Mr. A, always «

embrelia now. Therefore it rains new. “A.child can perceive the truth ofthis conclu- 
pion. Again, Mr. A. is a member of the society-of Eree Masons.” But the Free Mason,” 
pociety is pdt achurch of Jesus Chest... Therefore Mr. A. is a member of the church of 
Christ. A child may perceive that thia is an erroneous conclusion from the premises. 
Apply this logic to the case in band. A Pedubaptists isa member of the true spiritual 
fburch. Hit the true spizitual church: is not any' visible church, to: which is attached the 
oe ofthe tord's supper. Therefore a Pedobaptist ought to be received by us at the 
word's table. Not only is the conclusion ergoneous, bubthe very first member of the pre- 



















































Mises cannot be admitted. Who knows whether a baptist or presbyterian iva member of 
the true spiritual church? We may hope he is, but the day of judgment can alone deter-

2. Itis argued that a sincere and conscientious Pedobaptist, whose mistake is involun- 
tary is entitled to a participation of the privileges of chnich fellowship.’ 

i Ut has been said that, “to justify the exclusion of auch from-the Lord’s table, it is not 
stfficient to allege the prescribed order of the institutions; itis necessary also to evince 
ttich « dependence of one upon the other, that a.neglect of the first from involuntary mis 
tke, annuls the obligation of the seconil.”"—RoBért Hall. 

This argument would unanswerable, if ‘responsibility were transferable; and it is 
Predicated entirély on this basis.) A neglect, or a mistaké of pone duty, upon the part of 
apy individual, does not annul his obligation to'parfurm another duty. Nor.does any part 
yy Our argument allow such'a result, They, who honestly believe that they have been 
baptized in the way of divine appointment are bound to ebey all the laws of Jesus Christ, 
aed the Lord’s Supper as one of these laws. "They are entitled to partake because Christ. 
has made it theirduty. “A neglect of baptism, from involuntaty mistake does pot anoul 

F obligation to observe the Lord's supper. This is their own duty and responsibility 

their own principles. Believing as they do, that Jesus Christ requires them to have 
their children baptised they are soletnnly bound to obey; but we are net bound tu obey thie 
Fife.

But the distinguishiog features of the Baptist deviomination, and which demand its per- 
petuity, huve respect tothe materials of < hurches, to the iv copstitation and £overpment;

In respecttothe action of our principles as exhibited ‘in strict communien, we have 
been judged harshly, and often bs those from whom! we had a right, according tu their own 
views, to expect better things. The feelings of young converts have been appealed to, in 
order to hinder them from Joining a Baptist church. Our strict communion has been poin- 
ted out, and a high degree of odiuin fixed Upon it, to induce them to. stand opart from us, 
when their judgment was with us. .

The Episcopal church holds that the ministers of Protestant denominations are 
gularly ordained, and they allow. them not to veeupy their pulpit. This is certainly as 
odious as close communion. But we do not blame them. “J hey act consistently with 
their principles They are to be respected for this action. If we cbn satisfy the people 
that we are regularly ordained according to the laws of Jesus Christ; and if we can convince 
Episcopalians of their error, we shall certainly do it. But we shall never urge th 
in their order to prevent converts, who may feel sd inclined 
church. ? : 

All the Pedobaptise churches practise close communivn; and of a far worse kind than 
ours, They éxcfade from the Lord’s table a large number of their own memberay and mem- 
bers righthy baptized, ac cording to their view of baptism, Thevexclude all their baptized 
childgen, wotil they are either confirmed... or a second time wnited. to the church. \We 
make this declaration on the basis of their own standards of faith and practice. , For this 
course we cannot but blame them. This i« aoting INCONSISTENTLY WITH THEIR OWKX 
PRINCIPLES... If weean convince them, or others, of their error, we shail certainly do. it; 
but we willnot huld this up as something odivus, and say to young converts, “Don’t join 
any of those churches.” : - 

We ought ali.te he much more ca reful than we are, how we influence Christians to alien- 
ate theie hearts from those who love the Lord, even if they do differ from us in practice. 
Why may not every choichi pursue its own course of action, with the highest respect and

Error may possibly existto some éxtent, upon this point, and we therefore suy'pose it 
may not be without a good effect, to present the views suggested to our mind in-the present 
connexion, We have already stated, that whatever entitles @ person to the privileges of 
the Lord's supper, in a church formed upon the model of the Apostolic churches, entitled 
to the privilege of membership in that church. The reverse of the proposition must also 
be true, that whatever excludes a person, from the ‘privilege of membership in achurch, 
formed upon the model of the Aposfolic churches, siust likewise exclude him ftom parti- 
cipation at the Lord's table. 

Letthis be illustrated in the action of a single church, @ Baptist church for example. 
This i¢an independent body, competent to appoint its officers, and to discipline members, 
nccording to the laws of the New Testament. This cliurch is composed of those who pro- 
fess faith jn Jesus Christ, and all ite members have been immersed upon that profession. 
May any of these he excladed from participation in the Lords pupper? They moy not, 
ARPITRARILY, but|thev may be@eluded, bath from the Loxn’s rante and from MEMBER.

Now whatis the obvious gunclusida from these premises? If we may not sade snch 
ppereane in the church and commune’with them, we may not commune wiih persona\of the 
same character who belong to uther churches, but at the expense of walking disotder y- 
[The fact that they profess faith in Christ, and have been immersed upon that profession, 

ives them no §ght to membership, or td the - Lord's pper, in any church. Hence all 
vangelical detominayions, exclude fiom \their communion IMMORAL persoiry and those 
rho hold FALse Doctrines. « If the sentiments of any body of men are so far inconsis- 
tent with the fundamental doctrines of thé spel, that wecould not couscientiously admit 
them to Membeksutr, upon their profession of faith and imm€rsion; for the same réason, 
we could not conscientiously admit them to the Lord’s table, or participate with them in 
hn otdinance. With those who hold one Lord, one faith, and one baptism, there may’ be 


















indy differeoces which render it.desirable for them to live in different houses; but they are 
ever ob this ground excluded from MEMpERSHIP\ if that be thought expedient, and never 
\ from reciprocal fellowship and communion; \ ~o ‘ 

‘|? If any therefore assume the ground, that imMERstoN is the onty term of COMMUNION, 
hey essume that no ehurch can execute the laws of Christ. All discipline is at an ‘end. 
Even the notorious drunkard may not be éxcluded frdgh the Lord’s sable. If immersion is 
the ONLY term of communion, it is as much the only tarm, IN EACH SEPARATE CHURGH, as 
it i8.1N ANY OTHER CHURCH, and consequently, 1n So CHURCH an an immersed member be | 
denied the privilege of the Lord's supper. The position, therefore, is one utterly untenable. 

Atother aspect of the case may be a cause of embarragsment to some of our brethren; 
and this relates to the rule of judgment as to what properly constitutes a departure ftom ] 
#ospel doctrines and practices. Each one being judge, some nity: regard it as, their privi- f 
Ipge to commune with a denomination, in opposition to. the views and feelings of their J 
brethren. In this they may suppose that they are merely illustrating the right of private § 
judgment, and may be very far from MgANING wrong; but-at\the same time they cannoy 
escape vhe censure of pone wrong, for the following reasons:—> . | 
1.. They urinec@ssarily wound the feelings of their an ty the church. We say ff 




















ON NECESSARILY, because on the same principle, that they.can cohymune with another body § 
of peopTe, they can unite with them in membership. Rather, th efore, thah cause grief 
to the hearts of their brethren, they should, retire in peace, and worship with those with 
Whi® they can so cheerfully and conscientiously commune. Paul acted hupon thie princi-# 
ple, that.if meat ‘made his brother to offend, he would never eat meat. We assume the 
ground that no man bas a Fight to enter any society, and thea upon his own individual res 
ponsibility, operate contrary to its constitution, its regulations, and its general policy. It is 
> generally found, however, that men assume more individual liberty in a society of Chris- 
tans, than they do in any other social relation. : s 
2. They assert an independence in their action, to which they are not entitled, in their]j 
counection with others. The church forms a social state, under the government ofthe laws’ 
of Christ, of which laws, the church alone is entrusted with the jndicial and* executive 
power. This power is given by Christ himself toeach independent church, and when 
y Person unites‘with a church he recognizes this power. If, in the judgment of a church 
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andther body of meu is heretical, and walks disorderly, she has a right to withdraw her 
fellowship: and when this is done, no individual possesses the right to actin opposition to 
the church, while he continues a member, and merges his private right on this point, in the 
right of the body. He is of course at liberty to retire, with the consent of the church; and 
the church reserves her right to exclude him in the event of his retiring contrary to the 
spirit of the gospel. We might illustrate this principle, in the history and constitution ot 
the United States, which is a voluntary. social state; but it is Unnecessary among a people 
who understand the.subject so well as the population of this country. The members of 
churebes who act in the way we have described do wrong, because they assert a species of 
individual right which, in the very nature of the'-case, they yielded up, the moment they 
voluntarily united in the social church atate . 

3. They do wrong, because, in the exercise of what they deem their privilege no good 
is secured which is not counterbalanced by evil. : 

While on the une hand, they may gratify themselves, conciliate those with whom they 
commune, they keep Up an unsettled, unhappystate of the church of which they are mem. 
bers. They wound and distract, and diminish the power of the chutch, both by discussior 
und example. “Besides this they identify interests in the public mind which ought to be 
kept separate; and in this way, silent, but irretrievable reproach may be brought upon the 
cause of Christ.’ They identify their own church, in public opinion, with othets not in re- 
gular standing, arid over which they bave'no control even by the courtesies of fellowsh P 
The results can be only evil to the cause of Christ. The world hasa right fo take it for 
granted, that all who are fellow shiped by Chaistians, anz Christians. If then Penct so as 
to produce the impression in the public mind, that Mormons are evangelical, and thox 
who deny the influence of the Holy Spirit in regeneration, and even the stonement 
Christ, ere evangelical, do we not injure the cause of Christ? ° 

The decision of one church may be wrung; but it is altogether impossible that several 
housapd independent churches ‘should be wrong-in deciding who are in regular standing 
Git them, and whoare not. The best rule of judgment then, for all private members ‘who 
may differ from their brethren, ia the general voice of the churthes composing the’ denom- 
imation to which they belong: that is so far as the regular standing of any professed Chris. 
tian body is concerned.* Nor stiould any member of this denomination, so far forget his 
social relation © his brethren, as to commmne with others who,are not held to be In regu- 
lar standing and fellowship. If bé cannot agree with his brethren in the “church; if he 

annot walk with them and preserve the unity of the spirit in the bonds of peace, it would, 
be better for yim to withdraw, ‘and identify himself with these not in regular standing 

Theo his true-position would be known fo the world. But he has no riglt,to ideatify him- 
self. with those whose action, he is virtually opposing at every step. If nothing but expe 

liency or Christian courtesy could be urged againsy him, these should be sufficient to cd: 
cide bis mind ‘agninst such a course of conduct.. These remarks are as applicable to ather 
evangelical denominations as they are to the Baptists. They, are founded upon great prin 

ples, which are recognized by them all as the principles of the gospel. 
If it be said by agy, that baptism is THz oNLY Tene OF COMMUNION waTu THOSE Ww! 
HOLD THE TRUTH IN RIGHTEOUSNESS, End this id the only modification that gives it (he ap- 
pearance of ratiozality, then the position is virtually shandoned. The very afnouncemer 
sf such a proposition is its defeat. It is a violation of the laws of language. To bold the 
truth in righteousness is e¥sential to communion at the Lord’s table, and of course, 11

TERM OF SUCH GoMMUNION. It would be obviously wrong for any Christian, sound in the 
faith, to ‘Commune with chur hes that hold the truth in unrighteousness and wrong for evar 
shurches to encourage such a stateof things.. We hold thisto be so evident, thar 
t must commend itself tq every mah’s éonscience in the sight of God. 

Eet it then be kept in mind, that while Christians'in the right f private judgment, must 
lectde tu regular or irregular standing of others calling thémselves Christians, they ar 
members of a socin} Church state, and that each individual can decide this point only by 
theshar mony of- bigwiews with the v iews of tlie majority. Bey ond this his private opinior 
geesforasthing. While for his own views and actions he is at all times resppnsible tw 
God, wall must ultimate ly render an account to him, as a member of the socia! church 
beic, ho is ri: sponsible to that state, and to the reveakd laws by which it is to be regula 
There is no way in which he can throw off his responsibility, but by living in an is 
condition. Let this responsibility Le properly appreciated, let deep.interest lie felt 
B prosperity of Zion. Let fervent love for his brethren charaéterize-Ais heart, and 
. peliéwer will be willing ta commune with those whom his brethren haé decided to be 
“yut of gospelorder, Whatever his private opiniqn may be, he will not urge it against th 
dbvious right of the majority, while he sustains to them the relation of a member of the 
éhurck.

Your Committee “ppointed at your last Association, to write on the 
subject of “Sabbath Schools,” would respectfully submit the following 
report: From careful observation, your commitfee is of opinion, that 
80 far as the institutions of man is concerned, there are very few, if 
any, that Surpass in its moral importance, or religious tendency, the in- 
stitution of Sabbath Schools; and especially the Sabbath School Union. 
The peel understanding and appreciation of this splendid system of 
moral abd. mental culture of the word of God, naturally leads to 
us twin sister, the missionary enterprise.- The engrafting of these: 
two institutions upon the’ youthful mind is the stepping Stone, or 
passport to the reception and enjoyment of the religion of the blessed 

viour. An observant author remarks: “Sabbath .Schoo!s and 

missionary efforts will, to all future lives, characterise the age in 
, wliich we live, and eclipse, by their reflected glory, all the 

achievements of science, urt, politics or arms. In them jie .imbeded 

the future developments and moral regeneration of mankind. The 

man therefore who is # friend to the cause of missions, must be a friend 

to Sabbath Schools; 

certainly be the patron of the missionary enterprise. 

_Whea therefore we are led to look tremblingly to the future, and én 

view of the clouds and thick darkness by which 1 is enveloped, to "ask 
~ “Watcliman, what, of the night!” we take encouragement to believe 
that “the morning cometh,” from the rapid increase of Sabbath Schools 
and missionary efforts, In these we see the spring time of a coming 
summer, when these buds of promise will again ripen into a rich and 
glorious harvest. Ia these we see the seminaries where young 
soldiers of the Cross are trained for future and glorious service under 
the captain of their Salvation,” + 

Another principle of the Sunday School Union is, that it gains 
pre-eminence and importance to the instruction of the young. It would 
Sve to this subject, not only theoretically but practically also, greater 
weight than it’ has before received. ft would enforce the claims

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of the young, not only to the direct influence of the gospel, but to 


the direct and hearty efforts of the church. [t would plead for 
their religions training, it woud hold up the conversion of children, 
as an object to be sought and “prayed for, in dependence on the gra- 
cious promises of Gad. 

It. is another principle of this society, that in all ite effurts.to carry 
out these principles, it will not in any way interfere with the authority 
of ministers or churches, or with! the peculiar, views and tenets of 
different, denominations. The’ co-operation “it demands is only in 
common places and for the furtherance of those objects which lie 
beyond the precincts of pastoral or denominational control. It is 
therefore an auxiliary to all evangelical churches; an hindrance or 
rial to none. It attempts mot to discharge any pastoral or 
ecclesiastical functions, but combines the energies,of all, more efficiently 
to carry out those which are for the common benefit of all. 

Your committee conceive that these prigciples commend themselves 
to every christian heart, and they hope S see every church within 
your bounds stretching forth their co-operative hand, to aid ia this mas- 
terly and heaven-blessed institution, that has for its object and reward the 
uprooting of popery and infidelity, and the establishing of the religion 
_Of the Lord Jesus Christin view. . 

We would remark that we have some little experience in the blessed 
nfluence of Sabbath Schools; having been connected with a union 
school in Hernando for the past three years, where Methodist, 
Presbyterion, Baptist, and those of no church, alt heartily unite in 
instructing from 100 to 165 interesting youths every Sabbath morning, 
|} daring 9:to 10 months in the year. May the Lord prosper the Sabbath 
School anion, as one of the instruments to christianise the world. All 
of which is respectfully submitted.

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APPENDIX I. . ; 
Oct. 13th 1848. 

Dear Brethren: Through the clemency of the king of heaven I have been 
spared and permitted to labor within your bounds ‘another Associational 
year; and I feel to rejoice greatly that the Lord has permitted me to labor a- 
nother year in his Vineyard; and still more that he has been pouring out his 
spirit in rich effusions upon the people. For the Lord has been dving great 
things for us, whereof we should be glad. . 

I commenced my labors, about the middle of February, but owing ‘to my 
having to spend about a fourth of my time in the Chulahoma Church, I have 
not performed perhaps quite as much Missionary labor asTisual. 

Until about the 2nd Lord's day in July there was nothing. of special inter- 
est occurred; only that my appointments were well attended: for the congre- 
gations were larger, I think during the busy seasod this year, than at any 
former period. Saturday before the 2nd Lord’s-day in July, I, in connection 
with other Ministering Brethren commenced a meeting at Wyatt, which 
continued about seven days—at this meeting the Church. was very much 
revived.—One or two persons whohad previously obtained a hope, but would 
not claim it confirmed—and a numberof Souls, were anxious y enquiring 
the way of Salvation. A'fter this we attended the Union meeting held with 
the Lebanon Church, which was indeed a precious meeting—this meeting 
continued eleven days. There were about twenty-five persons pro essed 
faith in Christ, and at the close of the me ‘ting there were above tw enty per- 
sons earnestly enquiring, wirat sha ve do to be saved? ‘We then, attend- 
ed a meeting on Deep Wate? at which place there were two professions and 
several anxious persons. From theate we went to Chulahoma and held a 
meeting .of about twelve days at whith place the Lord blessed us abundant- 
ly; for about twenty-eight persons professed Religion, and we left,20 enqui- 
ring the way of Life and Salvation After this we attended a tineeting at the 
Jethany Church, which contidued nine days; there were thirteen profes- 
sions ani a number of serious persons. some of whom have professed since 
themeeting. From this place we went to Lib orty Hill,and held a meeting 
of six days, at which place there re six converts. Then I visited the 
Church to which I belong, in Tenneskee, and assistedin holding a meeting 
of several days; at this meeting th were ten proféssions. I also attended 
a meting at the Bethel Chure 1 whict continued five days; this was quite an 
interestiug meeting. The Chureh was ve ry much revived fnd I trust some 
precious Souls were converted to God. | I have.also attended many other 
very interesting meetings, which | have not thought it important to men- 
tion. 

I havétravelled about one thousand nine hundred andtwentymine miles, 
given thirty-six Lectures, Preached aout ene. handred Sermons; delive:ed 
thirty-seven exhortations; visited one hundred and twenty-one Families; as- 
sisted in Ordaining four Deacons; administered the Lord's Supper four times; 
assisted in constituting three Churches: Baptized eleven. At the meetings 
I have attended, there have been about E ghty-six Professions; I have at- 
tended tén protracted meetings. Finally Brethren may the blessings of 
God‘ succeed every eflort that you may make. for the advancement of the 
Redeemer’s Kingdom, and hundreds of precious souls have cause to rejoice, 
eternally that they ever heard the proclamation of the Gospel by your Mis-

Missions beg leave to submit the tollowing:—Notwithstanding this subject,

as well as the subject of Missions generally, has met wit opposition , your 
Committee believe that the time has arrived when action 4s called for and 
not arguthent.—For in view of the great good which has beer done, and is 
now being accomplished through the Arey oe ofthe Missionary en- 
terprise generally, and especially among the Indian Tribes-—it should be no 
longer a matter of doubt or disputation whether the gospel shiotld be preached 
to the benighted nations of the earth, or to the red man of the forest. Ad- 
mitting the propriety of the Missionary enterprise, we are presented with a 
three fold motive to send the gospel to the Indian tribes on our own bord- 
ers. The first consideration arises from the fact that we are now, in posses-. 
sion of theirancient homes; and enjoying the benefits arising from the cul- 
tivation of the soil which was once the hunting ground of their fathers. 
The second consideration, arises from their nearness to us, and the ease 
with which the gospel finds access amopg them. The third arises, from the 
success which our Missionary efforts have already met with—This is manifest 
from the following facts.—Out of 225,000 to 250,000 inhabitants, the hum- 
ber of 50,000 have been ¥eclaimed from the habits of Savage life; having 
settled on farms and cultivating the earth by which they are furnished with the 
necessaries of life. They Have teams, herds, wagons, &c. Thus pursuing 
the quiet business of domestic life. There are four schools of high order; 
besides other scliools, having in some of them, native assistant teachers. 
The schools are, or,some of them on the manual labor plan), At one of 
them the students cultivateone hundred acres of land. There inre*twenty 
Missionaries now laboring among them; one of whom baptized 93 Indians 
during the last year. The Government of our Country makes appropriations 
for the purpose of affording them the nieans of civilization and qualifying 
them for self government; and thus render them capable of being a free and 
independent, and ‘civilized people. These facts should be in the estimation 
of your committee, strong incentives to do what we can in giving them the 
gospel. / All of which is respectfully submitted, 
LEGRAND WHITEHALL WILSON, Chairman.
